bill requiring paym ent to the State o f Geor­ 
gia o f $305,555, the appropriation passed 
Mareli 7tli, to refund to Georgia certain 
m oney expended for the com m on defense 
in 1777. 
Dolph moved an am endm ent, to include 
$3ó,000 for Oregon and $495 for California, 
to refund m oneys expended by those ¡states 
.in suppressing the Modoc hostilities. 
After a long discussion, Ingalls moved to 
recommit the bill to the Committee 011 
Claims. 
It was then discovered that no quorum 
was present, and the Senate adjourned. 
H o u se o f R e p r e s e n ta tiv e s . 


W a s h in g t o n , June 13th.— The Senate 
am endm ents to the consular and diplo­ 
matic and pension appropriations 
bills 
were non-eoruurred in. 
Pryor then took the door on the electoral 
count bill. 
At the conclusion of Pryor’s speech, 
Townshend o f Illinois subm itted a confer­ 
ence report 011 the postoffice appropriation 
hill. 
Horr moved that the H ouse recede from 
its disagreement to the am endm ent increas­ 
ing from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 the appro­ 
priation for the pay of letter carriers. Car­ 
ried—115 to 52. 
The Senate am entfm ent increasing the 
appropriation for mail transportation oil 
railroads from $11,700.000 to $12,700,000 
was considered in connection with the 
am en dm cut strik in g out the clause reduc­ 
ing 5 per eent. the compensation to rail­ 
ways, and providing that land grant roads 
and subsidy roads shall receive only 50 per 
cent, o f the com pensation allow ed other 
roads.

The House, on m otion of H olm an in ­ 
sisted on its disagreement on the am end­ 
ments. 
W ithout acting on the am endm ent pro­ 
viding for an appropriation o f $180,000 for 
special facilities, or the am endm ent in­ 
creasing the appropriation 
for 
railway 
postal clerks, the H ouse took a recess until 
«, the evening session to be for considera­ 
tion o f the pension bill. 
At the evening session the H ouse passed 
seventy-six pension bills, and adjourned. 
M isc e lla n e o u s W a s h in g to n I te m s. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 13th.—A caucus of 
Republican Senators was held this morn­ 
ing upon the pension bill, at w hich barely 
a quorum was present. 
After discussion 
the subject was referred to a caucus com ­ 
m ittee to formulate a course af action. 
Tiic treaty w hich has been under consid­ 
eration in the Senate Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, providing for an interna­ 
tional .copyright and patent system , and 
which lias already been ratified and pro­ 
mulgated by twenty-four Governments, was 
reported on adversely by the com m ittee to 
the Senate, and after brief discussion re­ 
jected.

W a te r P o u ltic e * . 
A water poultice for the throat m ay be 
made as follows 
Take four thicknesses o f 
old cotton cloth, three or four inches wide, 
and long enough to extend from ear to ear. 
Dip it in water, hot or cold, as the condi­ 
tion o f the throat may require. 
Over these 
folds o f cotton cloth apply a layer o f cot­ 
ton-batting, an inch in thickness, and long 
and wide enough to cover the cotton cloth. 
Over this place a strip of waterproof cloth 
or oil silk. 
A pply to the throat, and keep 
in place by a bandage. 
This poultice, if 
cold, will induce a local sweating that w ill 
relieve the m ucous membrane or inner lin ­ 
ing o f the throat. 
W hen nearly dry, 
wring the four folds of cotton cloth again 
in cold water, and repout the application 
for tw o or four nights, if necessary, 
it 
may be wise to keep children, who are 
thus treated, in the house for a few days; 
but if th ey m ust go out 011 the follow ing 
m orning, wash the throat with cold water 
just before the patient leaves the house. 
T he water poultice should be cold in all 
cases in which inflammation m ay exist, 
but should be hot if ulceration or suppura­ 
tion exists. A sore throat need- cold water, 
but suppuration needs hot—us the diseased 
throat o f diphtheria or scarlatina in ab­ 
scesses. 
A sponge poultice has sonic advantages 
above all others, and is made a.- follow s: 
Make a flannel bug three inches wide, anil 
as long as any given affection requires. 
F ill this bag with very -m all hits o f sponge; 
then soak in hot or cold water, .is the caso 
inav need. 
Cover the outside w ith layers 
o f cotton batting, and over this som e water­ 
proof m aterial. 
This poultice i- elastic, 
and may be kept constantly near the skin, 
and will keep the throat at a uniform tem ­ 
perature—a very im portant point ¡11 diph­ 
theria and scarlatina, and all other m ala­ 
dies in which suppuration exists. 
Cold 
sponge poultices may be applied in the 
early stages o f scarlatina and diphtheria to 
lessen the tendency to inflam m ation.— 
[Phrenological Journal.

by ft light or stiff board. 
Both the kerchief 
and the red tapes by w hich it is tied hung 
down the back alm ost to the waist. 
In 
keeping with this is the blue bodice, worn 
over a w hite blouse, and held in its place 
by red and yellow shoulder-straps. 
Still 
more characteristic and im posing are tho 
bridal crowns worn in som e parts o f th e 
country, particularly in the Bergen prov­ 
ince and in Theleruarken, where the prim ­ 
itive custom s o f the country are still pre­ 
served. though in other parts they are rap­ 
idly disappearing lie fore the inevitable ad­ 
vance of civilization.

D a n g e r tn M o ld y B r e a d . 
A singular ease o f poisoning from eating 
a pudding made in part of m oldy bread 
is reported in the Sanitary Record. 
T he 
principal materials of the pudding con­ 
sisted o f scraps of bread from m aking toast 
and sandwiches, arid they had been about 
three weeks accum ulating. To these scraps 
were added m ilk, eggs, sugar, currants and 
nutm eg. 
T he w hole was baked in a very 
slow oven, and was subsequently eaten by 
the cook, the proprietor of the eating house 
in w hich it was prepared, the children o f 
the proprietor and tw o other persons. 
A ll 
of these became violently ill, with sym p­ 
tom s of irritant poisoning. 
One o f th e 
children (aged three years) and one o f tho 
adults died. 
The necropsy o f the body o f 
the child caused the m edical m en to sus­ 
pect poisoning, and accordingly the vis­ 
cera, 
together with rite remnant of the 
pudding, the m aterials used in m aking it, 
tiie m atter vom ited, etc., were sent to a 
chem ical analyst, Alfred M. A llen, fur ex ­ 
am ination. 
H e made tests for several 
poisons, but w ithout positive result. 
A 
puppy was fed w ith the pudding for tw o 
davs w ithout any poisonous effect. 
H o 
was then led to look for ergot in the pud­ 
ding, and was soon startled to find un­ 
questionable evidence o f its presence, as 
far as chem ical reactions went, though h e 
was unable, w ith the aid o f the microscope, 
to detect anv actual ergot. 
From these 
facts Mr. A llen in fers.that the reactions 
heretofore supposed to be peculiar to ergot 
are com mon to other poisonous fungi. 


H a ib i>r e 8s in g in J a p a n .—The Japanese 
do not.use a pillow in our sense o f the 
word. 
T hey have a sm all piece of wood, 
som ething like a. dog in shape, on w hich 
they lav their beads, the girls and w om en, 
serene in the consciousness that their hair 
w ill not be disarranged. 
The wonderful 
structure of a Japanese head dress is usnally 
made up once in four days. 
It is evident 
that if it were tousled on a dow n pillow it 
w ould have to be dealt w ith every day. 
Children in som e eases have the head 
closely shaved, but more often the hair ¡3 
fantastically cultivated. 
A favorite style is 
to shav» the head all around tlie crown, 
leaving that covered with hair shaped like 
a sk u llcap . 
Som etim es all is shaved save 
a few looks over the forehead.

A n sw er# to C orresp on d en ts C on cern in g 
In ju riou s Inuectn. 
A. C. Flem ing, of Lincoln, Placer county, 
writes : 
Sec th e tom ato blossom inclosed, and note dis­ 
ease on stem, about one-quarter of an inch from 
blossom. The vines are healthy and of large 
grow th, but every tom ato drops off before they 
are as large as peas. etc. 
Reply : The specimens of tom ato pi ants 
and blossoms at hand are withered. How­ 
ever, the disease you refer to is mildew 
(fungus). I am not prepared to say w hether 
the mildew is caused by clim atic influences 
or is the effect of the punctures of plant 
lice, which are num erous on the speci 
m ens at hand. 
Uy dusting with sulphur 
the spread of the fungus m ay be prevented 
on those vines not at present infested ; and 
by adding one pound of buhach to ten 
pounds of sulphur, the plant lice will be 
destroyed. 
MILPF.W ON AFFLK FOLIAGE. 
W illiam K. Linn, of Alta. Placer county, 
writes.: 
I send you for exam ination some apple tree 
leaves. Please answ er in Kkcokd-Union, and 
tell me w hat is the m atter w ith them . 
Reply : The leaves that you send are in ­ 
fested by mildew (fungus). This species is 
prevalent in a great m any apple orchards 
this season. 
Rem edy: Spray the fruit and foliage 
thoroughly with a solution as follows: Ten 
pounds of whale-oil soap or strong, hom e­ 
made soft soap, three and one-half pounds 
of sulphur and ten gallons of water. 
If 
thoroughly applied on the infested foliage 
it will prevent the spread of mildew and 
destroy the fungus spores.

I have found a new bug, which 1 forward by 
m ail. 
I noticed a chicken, w hich is about six 
weeks old. hopping around the yard apparently 
in great distress. I caught it, aira fouuu this in ­ 
sect, having its bill or beak stuck in the flesh 
betw een th e eye and the angle of the m ou’.h of 
th e chicken, and its legs around the chicken's 
bill so thut it could not open its m outh. 
I have 
found several chickens dead w ithin the pust 
few day's, and could not tell w hat killed them . 
Please let me know if you are acquainted w ith 
th is fam ily of bugs, etc". 
Reply—Description of the insect: Length, 
three-fourths of an inch ; color, black, cov­ 
ered with ashy pile; head sm all, snout 
elongated and slightly curved downwards, 
antenna; geniculated, inserted near the base 
o f the sn o u t; (borax oblong and conical in 
form . This insect belongs to the section of 
the CurailinnitUe known as the long-snouted 
curculios, and, as near as I can judge, to 
the genus Lixus. The larvte of this genus 
feeds upon the roots of plants. The per­ 
fect insects of this family generally feed 
upon vegetable matter, grain, seeds, etc. 
If your surmises are correct as to the 
death of your chickens being caused by this 
insect, it certainly is a new discovery in 
economic entomology as regards the habits 
o f a species of curculionidie being carnivor­ 
ous. 


IM PORTED FLEA BEETLES ON GRAPE V ISE S. 
T. H. W.. San Francisco—The beetles 
you send are the im ported grape flea beetle 
{Adoxis vitis). 
It is very destructive to the 
foliage of the grape vine, and, excepting 
th e phylloxera, it has been more written of 
in France than any other insect that in­ 
fests the grape vine. 
R em edy: 'O n young, non-bearing vines, 
use one pound of Baris’ green mixed in 
tw enty pounds of 
sulphur, 
and dust 
through a cloth. Or on bearing vines, one 
pound of buliaeh m ixed in ten of sulphur; 
dust on them when feeding, and this will, 
effectually destroy all th at it touches. 
COL) I. IN MOTH. 
W ebster Treat, of Oakshade Orchard, re­ 
ports that he caught the flrst larva of rite 
codlin moth under the hands on his tret 
last week. Those who have not applied 
the bands should do so at once, so as to 
Cipture the early brood. The larva; are 
about two weeks later than last year in 
comm encing to leave the fruit. Mr. Treat 
has all the pear trees handed, and com 
meneed this m orning (June 9th) to exam ine 
every band, and this will be kept up every 
seventh day throughout the season. H e has 
also m en engaged in picking off any in 
fested fruit found on the trees. The work 
done in insect warfare by the Oakshade 
Fruit Company is thorough, and as an in­ 
vestment pays large dividends. 


CATERPILLARS ON THE HOP VINES. 
Recently it has been noticed that hop 
vines planted in the vicinity where the 
marshmallows (M alvaeex) grow arc infested 
by the caterpillars of the thistle butterfly 
(PiframeLs carda!). 
Description of the caterpillar : Length, 
when full grown, nearly 1J inches ; color, 
purplish brown, dotted with yellow ; a yel­ 
low stripe along the back and on each sid e; 
on each segment is a transverse row of yel­ 
lowish spines tipped with block ; on the 
third and fourth segments there*are four 
spines, and on the other segments there are 
seven. 
The caterpillar lives in a nest-m ade of 
silken threads in a folded leaf, or of two or 
more leaves, and is destructive to the foli­ 
age, etc., of hop vines. 
T he butterfly : Color, tawny or reddish- 
brown above, with a tinge of rose color, 
spotted with black and w hite; hind wings 
have a row of live eye-like spots near the 
om er m argin; expanse of wings, 
inches. 
Specimens of the caterpillars received 
last week are now in 
the pupa state. 
Grow­ 
ers should gather and 
destroy the pupie, and 
prevent the spread of 
this pest of the hop 
field. 
Description of pupa 
(Fig. 1): Length about 
1 inch; color, greenish 
and yellowish bronze, 
with golden m arked an ­ 
gles. They are fastened 
as in Fig. Í to the under 
side of the hop leaf, and 
often on the hop poles, 
M a t t h e w Co o k e.

W hile the beliefs to which analytic sci­ 
ence leads arc such a s do not destroy the 
object m atter of religion, but sim ply trans­ 
figure it, science, under its concrete forms, 
enlarges the sphere for religious sentim ent. 
From the very beginning the progress of 
knowledge tias been accompanied by an 
increasing capacity for wonder. 
Among 
savages the lowest are the least surprised 
when shown rem arkable products of civil- I 
ized art. astonishing the traveler with their j 
indifference. 
And so iittle of the m arvel­ 
ous do they perceive in the grandest phe­ 
nom ena of nature that any inquiries con­ 
cerning them they regard as childish 
trifling. The contrast in mental attitude 
between the lowest hum an beings and the 
highest hum an beings around us is paral­ 
leled by the contrasts among the grades of 
these higher hum an beings themselves.

measure swords w ith the renowned lawyer 
from Baltimore. 
It was understood be­ 
tween his client and him self before his 
coming th at Mr. Harding, of Philadelphia, 
was to la; associated with him in the 
case, and 
was 
to 
m ake 
the “ m e­ 
chanical argum ent.” Mr. 
Lincoln 
was 
a little 
surprised 
and 
annoyed, 
af- j 
ter 
reaching 
here, 
to* 
learn 
th a t ■ 
his client had also associated with him Ed­ 
win M. Stanton, of Pittsburg, and a lawyer 
of our own bar, the reason assigned being 
that the im portance of the case required a 
man of the experience and power of Mr. 
Stanton to meet Mr. Johnson. The Cin­ 
cinnati lawyer was appointed “ for his 
local influence.” These reasons did not 
remove the slight conveyed in the em ploy­ 
ment, w ithout consulting him, ot this 
additional counsel.

history of our race, and in all the history of 
most raws. The livery companies of Lon­ 
don. with their gloomy gutld-ba'.ls, their 
wealth, their gluttony and wine-bibbing, 
their wretched Irish esta Ies, exist to-dav 
vain rem inders to us of a tim e when the 
entire industry of Europe .was regimented 
into organizations, voluntary at first, after­ 
ward adopted by law, which did what our 
pools of railroads, laborers, manufacturers, 
and others are trying to do. 
Not only 
prices but m anners were pooled.

M. II. Byasson has been lead by experi­ 
ments to give, as a scientific explanation of 
the formation of petroleum, the following : 
“ If a m ixture of vapor of water, carbonic 
acid and sulphureted hydrogen be made to 
act upon iron, heated to a white heat in an 
iron tube, a certain quantity o f liquid car­ 
burets will be formed. This m ixture of 
carburets is comparable to petroleum. The 
formation of pelroiettm can thus be natur­ 
ally exp brinca by the action of chemical 
forces. The water of the sea penetrated 
into the cavities of the terrestrial crust, 
carrying with it numerous materials, and 
especially m arine limestones.

products to penetrate to a depit h where

Wen be­ 
gan to scour th e ir brass lotahs (drinking

* f th e ir evening m eals ; w hile a little farther 
dcr.vn th e stream a group of voting purls, 
w ad in g out in th e shallow water, fell to 
sp la sh in g each o th er w ith m ight and m ain, 
am id sh o u ts o f m erry laughter. 
To ariy one unaccustom ed to the w ays 
o f 
In d ia it* w ould h a w seem ed strange 
en o u g h to see, upon th e wrists an d ankles 
o f nearly all th e girls, an d m any o f their 
m o th ers likew ise, heavy bangles o f solid 
silver, w hich an y W estern lady m ight have 
been proud to w ear. 
Hut th e H in d u peas­ 
a n ts, to w hom saviug-banks are utterly 
■unknown, have no w ay o f keeping th eir 
m o n ey safe except by carrying it about 
w ith them in th is fashion—a som ew hat 
hazardous plan, it m ust be ow ned, in a 
co u n try sw arm ing w ith th e m ost expert 
an d d arin g thieves in th e world. 
Suddenly, one o f the girls, w ho had ven­ 
tured a little farther o ut into th e stream 
titan th e rest, disappeared under w ater w ith 
a piercing shriek, as if dragged dow n by 
som e overpow ering force.

p len ty o f silver bangles o n ? ” 
Again Mr. Sparks gave a slight start, am i 
Hie sparkle of his eye show ed that he was 
b eg in n in g to guess th e riddle, but he took 
c are to m ake no interruption, seeing that 
I-m ail w ished to have the pleasure of tell­ 
in g th e w hole story h im self 
“ I w ent to the village," continued Is­ 
m ail; “ a n a talked w ith th e people.

Ism ail plunged at once into the su r­ 
rounding jungle, an d traversed it a t a pace 
w hich few- m en could have k e p t u p over

tan-colored 
elotiis, figured

H ack or gray O ttom an silk, an d .various 
red stuffs, such as cloth, velvet or brocade, 
and are trim m ed w ith chenille, jet fringe 
or lace. 
E m broidery on tu lle an d laee is th e fash­ 
ionable trim m in g for th e season. 
It is 
used in flounces and for drapery and for 
covering th e entire silk lin in g o f the waist. 
T he back w idths o f new w alking skirts are 
very full a n d bunchy over th e hips, and 
are w orn over a cushion b u stle or w ith 
flounces o f plaited crinoline inside to sup­ 
port them gracefully. 
N eckerchiefs 
o f faw n-colored or pale 
cream -tinted C hina w ashing silk, dotted all 
over th e surface w ith sm all bouquets of 
gay rosebuds, bordered w ith a w ide ruffle 
of S panish or O riental lace, are dainty and 
n o v e l: som e o f these are so large as to 
quite cover the shoulders w hen adjusted, 
answ ering very well for a dainty w rap 
w hen but slight protection is needed. 
T he new est jetted nets in th e piere and 
a* flounces have raised P o m p ad o u r figures. 
V ery fine beads are used to produce the 
featiier, fruit and leaf designs.

G ray beads are u sed on gray 
net. and exceedingly well th ey look as 
trim m in g s on gray satin an d gray silk.

young A dants resisted th e social pleasures 
o f court life at St. P etersburg th at he m ight 
give h im self to his official duties and to th e 
study o f Latin, G erm an and French, and to 
a course o f E nglish history. 
Subsequently 
h e resided a t Stockholm an d at Paris. 
In 
both o f these gay and dissolute cities he 
was his ow n m aster. 
B ut instead o f yield­ 
ing to social tem ptations, th is boy of 18 
resolutely continued a t his studies. 
W hile 
h ard at m ental w ork in Paris, his father, 
Jo h n A dam s, was appointed M inister at 
th e C ourt o f St. Jam es. 
L ondon literary 
a n d social privileges w ould have been 
opened to th e son of th e A m erican M inis­ 
ter. 
H is father w ould’have been pleased lo 
have had him in his fam ily. 
T he tem pta­ 
tions to rem ain abroad were m any and 
strong. 
B u t the youtli turned bis back 
upon them all, an d decided*to re tu rn to the 
U nited States an d fit him self to can t his 
ow n living. 
H e w rote in his d iary : 
” If I accom pany m y father to London, 
m y satisfaction w ould possibly be greater 
th an by retu rn in g to th e U nited States ; but 
I shall loiter aw ay m y precious tim e and 
not go hom e till I am forced to it. 
My 
father has been all his lifetim e occupied by 
tiie interests o f th e public. H is own fortune 
has suffered. 
Ilis children m ust provide 
for them selves. 
I am determ ined to get 
m y ow n living, an d to be dependent upon 
no one. 
W ith a tolerable share o f com m on 
sense, I hope, in A m erica, to be independ­ 
ent and free. 
R ath er th an live otherw ise 
I w ould w ish to die before m y tim e.” 
W e have quoted several lines o f th is en­ 
try, because we w ould call attention to the 
fact th at this boy o f IS resolutely put aside 
congenial pleasures in order to becom e self- 
reliant and self-supporting. 
H e was a rising law yer w hen, at th e age 
o f 27, the President appointed him U nited 
States M inister at th e H ague. 
H e filled th e 
[>!aee 
H is official duties w ere thoroughly 
attended to, an d a little o f his tim e was 
given to those social .duties w hich his posi­ 
tio n im posed. 
B ut m ost o f his leisure 
h o u rs w ere em ployed in studying diplo­ 
m acy, th e E nglish an d L atin classics, and 
th e D utch an d Italian languages. 
A t night 
ite review ed th e day, and censured him self 
if an y d uty h ad been om itted. 
A t th e 
close o f every m onth an d y e ar he took an 
inventory o f his m oral an d m ental stock 
to d eterm ine w h eth er he h ad gained o r lost. 
In 1809 Mr. A dam s becam e o u r M inister 
at the Court o f St. Petersburg. 
H e found 
h im self in the m idst o f splendor. 
Court 
life w as full of en tertainm ents, 'a n d m ag­ 
nificent banquets were given by th e foreign 
m inisters. 
B ut Mr. A dam s continued to 
live in a sim ple style, as befitting his sm all 
salary and m ore becom ing the representa­ 
tive o f th e republic. 
M erchants urged iiim 
to accept loans o f m oney. 
H e refused the 
offers, though the tem ptation to an ex p en ­ 
sive style o f living am ounted alm ost to 
com pulsion. 
“ I w ill live w ith in m y in ­ 
come, an d I will not anticipate m y salary,’’ 
h e said, w ith S partan firm ness. 
M r. A d a m s'sim p le style of living kept 
h im in good h ealth an d gave hint leisure 
to indulge his th irst for know ledge. 
Y et 
the days seem ed too short to th e student 
w ho 
studied 
astronom y, 
m athem atics. 
Plato, D em osthenes, 
Socrates, .Eseliines 
and Cicero. 
" I feel n o th in g like th e tedi- 
otisness o f tim e,” he wrote in his diary. 
“ I suffer noth in g like ennni. 
T im e is too 
sh o rt for m e. ra th e r th an too long. 
If the 
day 
w as 
forty-eight 
hours instead of 
tw enty-four, I could em ploy them all." 
O ur purpose w ill be served if we sh all 
have induced one young m an to im itate 
Jo h n Q uincy A dam s' self-reliant an d stu d i­ 
ous habits. 
T h e country, th e cHtirches 
and society need thousands o f such self-re­ 
lian t y o u th —[Y o u th ’s C om panion. 


A n Innovation. 
O u r g randfathers an d g randm others con­ 
tradicted B yron's lin e s : 
" The cold in clime are cold in Mood. 
Their love can source deserve the name." 
T hey loved well and wisely, and, often, as 
intensely as th e heroes and heroines of 
rom ance. 
T h eir w inters w ould have sent 
the th erm o m eter dow n to 2 0 " below zero, 
if there had been one to record th e chilling 
revelation. 
B u t oltl an d young, m en an d 
wom en, w ere alike indifferent to the cold. 
No one th o u g h t o f staying at Lome from 
church, even on th e coldest Sunday. 
Tiie 
m eeting-houses were of wood, and adm itted 
freely th e w inter’s blast. 
T here w ere no 
stoves to w arm them , and custom perm itted 
only w om en and feeble childrun to indulge 
in th e slight w arm th o f foot stoves. 
O ur ancestors were certainly not “ cold 
in blood.” though one w ho reads about 
tb eir habits of life is rem inded o f M ilton's 
descriptions o f the place w here “ cold per­ 
forins tii’ effect o f tire." 
Som e o f them 
w ere w arm enough in th eir efforts to pre­ 
vent the 
introduction 
of 
stoves into 
churches, as the follow ing story, told in an 
old gentlem an's " K icollections," show s: 
A lo u t th e year 1830, th e good people of 
a C onnecticut village w ere excited by the 
new s th at one of th e churches o f a n eigh­ 
boring city was w arm ed by stoves. 
The 
exam ple led to th e form ation o f a Stove 
Party, and that, naturally, created an A nti­ 
Stove Party. 
At the bead of the first, resolved to in tro ­ 
duce stoves into th e village church, w at 
Mrs. Deacon K 
. 
At the head of the 
latter, determ ined to resist the sacrilegious 
innovation, was Mrs. D eacon P 
. 
T here w as a tem pest in a teapot, m uch 
m ore th an sufficient ” to waft a feather or 
to drow n a fly.” 
B ut th e stove party 
triu m p h ed . 
Tiie stoves w ere put in. and 
Mrs. Deacon K 
looked like D ickens’ 
Mrs. Fazziwig, “ one substantial sm ile.” 
Mrs. Deacon I’— 
, on the contray, ap­ 
peared resigned to th is dispensation—but 
there was m ischief in h er eye. 
On the 
■Sunday m orning follow ing the introduc­ 
tion o f th e stoves, she w ent to ch u rch , ju s t 
as she had been hi th e habit o f doing. 
She looked pale, but th ere was a signifi­ 
cant pressure of the lips, w hich m ight in d i­ 
cate eith er th e m a rty r’s or th e rebel’s reso­ 
lution. T he m inister's text, that about heap­ 
ing coals o f fire qn th e head, caused h er 
eyes to snap, an d then the rigid expression 
returned. 
T he m inister w axed eloquent, and Mrs. 
Deacon I* 
grew faint. 
She slid from 
her seat on th e floor. 
A dozen m en rushed 
to carry her out. w hen she revived. 
" Pray, m y dear Mrs. 1’— 
, w hat is th e 
m atter'.’” said Mrs. Deacon K 
, as she 
held a sm elling-bottle to th e prostrate lady’s 
nose. 
. 
“ Oh. i ^ the heat o f those aw ful stoves.” 
“ O h. no. m v dear, th at can't be,” a n ­ 
sw ered Mrs. K 
, w ith a sym pathetic 
sm ile 
“ It’s a w arm day. you know , and 
there’s no fire in th e stoves!" 
“ No fire in th e stoves?" 
“ Not a particle.” 
"W ell, I feel a little better now ." said 
th e crest-fallen lady. 
“ 1 th in k I ’ll 
go

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


P aper is now m ade w hich closely resem ­ 
bles satin. 
Com m on paper is covered w ith 
size and m oist asbestos is sprinkled over i t 
T he asbestos is dyed, and w ith aniline col­ 
ors desirable effects are produced. 
Red ink is m ade by tak in g tw o ounces 
best Brazil wood, one-half ounce p u lv er­ 
ized alum , one-luilf ounce crystals o f bi- 
tartate o f potassa. and sixteen ounces of 
distilled w ater. 
B oil dow n to one-half and 
strain. 
T hen dissolve in it one-half ounce 
gum arabic, and add one and one-half 
drachm s cochineal, dissolve in one-half 
ounces o f alcohol of specific gravity .839. 
B lindness is steadily decreasing in E ng­ 
land, ow ing, it is considered, to th e advance 
in surgical treatm en t of th e eyes, and to 
the decline of such diseases as sm all-pox, 
etc.. am ong children. 
F or th irty years this 
affliction has gradually lessened, b ut w ith ­ 
in th e last decade th e im provem ent is 
specially noticeable, and the last retu rn s 
reckon som e 22,832 blind persons—about 
one in evert’ 1,138. 
C uring bacon by hanging it up. after 
proper salting, in a tobacco barn, is recom ­ 
m ended by a K entucky correspondent as 
m ak in g a sw eet and perfect cure, w ith no 
necessity for sm oking, and leaving no taste 
of tobacco in th e m eat. It is th o u g h t proba­ 
ble th at th e arom a given off by th e tobacco 
has a m ild antiseptic effect, such as th at 
w hich belongs to creosote, carbolic acid, 
and other substances w hich occur in wood 
sm oke. 
Resin is easily rem oved from violin Itojvs 
by rubbing them carefully w itli a piece of 
fianncl saturated w ith páraffine oil. 
T he 
varnish will rem ain intact, b ut th e h air 
m u st n o t be touched. 
T he process ought 
not to occupy m ore th an a few m inutes. 
W ipe off th e su rp lu s oil w ith a clean, soft, 
dry rag. 
A sim ple application of soup and 
w ater should rem ove all th e scales from 
th e hairs, hut if th is is not enough th e bows 
had better be rehaired. 
T he cem ent used in patching th e uppers 
o f fine shoes is generally m ade by dissolv­ 
ing gutta percha in chloroform u n til the 
m ix tu re is about as thick as syrup. 
Scrape 
and pare clean around the hole to be cov­ 
ered. an d th in carefully w ith a long cham ­ 
fer th e edges of th e bit o f leath er to be ap ­ 
plied. 
O nly a little of the 
cem ent is 
needed, but the surfaces m u st be pressed 
close 
together. 
T he 
p arts will adhere 
ftrm lv in a few m inutes. 
A singular accident is reported from the 
D erry (E ngland) Standard to have h ap ­ 
pened in connect inn w ith th e insu lated 
electric rail on th e P artru sh E lectric T ram ­ 
way. 
A ploughm an retu rn in g from w ork 
on T hursday stood ujwin th e rail to m ount 
his horse, an d on applying his hands to the 
back o f the anim al, th e b ru te fell dead, 
w hile th e m an was uninjured, as though 
tiie cu rren t of electricity m u st have passed 
th r ough his body to th e horse. 
Several accurate photographs o f light- 
ning-flashes have been secured by R obert 
H aensel, o f Reichenberg, B ohem ia. 
T he 
flashes arc show n as long, continuous 
sparks, and iu one of th e pictures the 
point w here th e spark m et the earth m ay 
be seen. 
T he landscape is clearly defined 
in the photographs, affording a m eans for 
calculating th e length o f the lig h tn in g ’s 
p ath th ro u g h th e air, w hich, in one in ­ 
staure, was estim ated at m ore th a n a m ile. 
T he peculiarity of th e Cruto incandes­ 
cent lam p is th at tlie carbon is dejwisited 
upon a very slender filam ent of p latinum 
serving first as a core an d ultim ately form ­ 
ing a com pound possessing th e endurance 
o f th e carbon and th e conductivity of th e 
p latin u m . 
Selected C ruto lam ps are said 
to have given ! 7-candle pow er w ith an ex­ 
penditure o f only ’lift volt-am peres, w hile 
not less th an (JO volt-ainperes are required 
for m ost o th er 10 to 2 0 -eanclle pow er lam ps. 
Physicists have lately been trying to deter­ 
m ine by experim ent w h eth er th e electric i­ 
ty of thunder-storm s is generated by the 
evaporation o f w ater or by the condensa­ 
tion o f vapor. 
F reem an and B lake have 
each obtained results w hich indicate th at 
no electricity is produced by th e evapora­ 
tion of pure w ater. 
S. K aliseher has since 
m ade som e investigations w ith delicate a p ­ 
paratus, w hich have failed to show th at 
condensation nr the form ation of hall is a 
source o f atm ospheric electricity.

W h eth er 
it is th a t m odern Paris, like ancient A thens, 
is alw ays looking o u t for “ som e new 
th in g ." or th at thechosett apostle for France 
is an attractive Russian lady w ith a m yste­ 
rious history, w hereas in London we have 
only had the adm inistration of an A m erican 
Colonel, it is clear th at th e new est cult is 
attracting m ore attention on the banks of 
th e Seine th an on this side o f th e C hannel, 
and the Paris papers are already com m enc­ 
ing to devote to it colum ns o f th eir space. 
O ne reporter has interview ed 
M adam e 
B lavatskv, at her room s in th e R ue N otre 
D am e des Cham ps, and has received from 
her m uch inform ation of an extraordinary 
sort. 
A t th e opening of th e interview the 
H igh Priestess was not very ciA nm un¡ca­ 
li ve, having been offended at som e things 
th at have been w ritten o f her, an d she 
som ew hat sharply expressed the hope that 
th e Parisian reporter was going to write 
" th e tru th , and not superficial nonsense." 
She soon relented, however, and consented 
to give so in t account of h er religion, its 
m ethods Jm l aim s. 
“ T heosophy.” it appears, i s a com bina­ 
tion o f Spiritualism an d B uddhism , al­ 
though in w hat proportion th e peculiari­ 
ties o f th e different schools are allow ed to 
en ter it is not very clear.

M aking T hem Fay. 
In New Y ork State it is now proposed to 
charge a license o f $250 a year for every 
seller o f beer, an d $500 a year for the priv i­ 
lege of dispensing spirituous liquors. 
In 
this th e New Y ork legislators are im itating 
w hat lias been done in M issouri, Illinois 
and Ohio. 
P ublic opinion is not yet ripe 
in all tiie States for pro h ib itin g th e sale of 
liquor, but th ere is a determ ination every­ 
w here to m ake tiie liquor-selling interest 
pay for som e o f th e dam age they inflict 
upon the 
com m unity. 
M eanw hile the 
production and consum ption o f spirits is 
enorm ous. 
T he distilleries tu rn out 1,500,­

AN AMUSING 
BUT GRAVE DEBATE. 


Mr. Harriman killed the Newfoundland 
dog of Mr. Miller, of Waldoboro, Maine. 
The dog was within the premises of its 
master at the time, and under his care. 
Harriman was indicted for the offense. He 
demurred on the ground that as he was 
charged with killing a domestic animal he 
was guiltless, since the dog is not such an 
animal. While we believe the matter is 
settled in California, yet, as the full bench 
of the Supreme Court of Maine long and 
gravely deliberated on the question, it pos­ 
sesses some general as well as amusing in­ 
terest. and especially to the owners of val­ 
uable dogs. 
* 
Nix Justices sustained the demurrer, hut 
the <'hief Justice dissented. The majority 
of the bench held that by the common law 
d o g s belong to the wild class of animals, 
and that legally they have no intrinsic 
value; that "though a man may have a 
law property therein, and maintain a civil 
action for the loss of them, yet they a re not 
of such estimation that the stealing them 
amounts to larceny; that they retain in 
great measure their vicious habits, furnish 
rt to the family, and add nothing 
n o su 
ill a legal sense to the wealth of the com­ 
munity, and are not inventoried as prop­ 
erty of a debtor or dead man’s estate, or as 
liaide to taxation except under a special 
provision of the statute; tlpit when kept 
it is for pleasure, or if any usefulness is ob­ 
tained from them it is founded upon the 
ferocity natural to them by which they are 
made to serve as a watch or for hunting; 
and that while because of bis attachment 
to his master, from which arises a well- 
founded expectation of his return when 
lost, the law gives the owner the right of 
reclamation, the owner in all other respect* 


h a s o n l y that qualified property in them 
which he may have in wild animals gen­ 
erally.'’ 
But Chief-Justice Appleton looked at the 
matter very differently. He held that the 
dog is the subject of ownership, and in his 
master's interest trespass, trover and re­ 
plevin will lie for him. The property 
right in the dog can he vindicated precisely 
a> arc all other pswpcrty rights in person­ 
alty. 
As to the dog l>eing a domestic ani­ 
mal, the Chief-Justice resented the stigma 
the majority of the bench would attach to 
the faithful animal. From the days when 
the first blocks of the Pyramid were laid, to 
these, among all people the dog has been 
found with man and attached to his house. 
If the dog was f r n r natura', so were all ani­ 


m a l s once, according to the naturalists. 
The horse in a state of nature was wild, 
nnd even ferocious, and so were cattle, hut 
they have been reclaimed, and though do­ 
mesticated have not been taken so closely 
into the master's home as has the dog. The 
dog was a part of the agricultural estab­ 
lishment of the Romans, and is a bOust of 
burden and draught in Holland. France 
and other countries to-day. Every where 
he is treated as of value and as of use, and 
is bought and sold and traded on that basis. 
The people would certainly he astonished, 
Baid the learned Judge, to hear that the bull 
and the hog are domestic animals, but that 
the dog is not. The lexicographers define 
the dog as a "domestic animal.’’ and so do 
Bouvier's law dictionary and the standard 
encyclopedias. Dogs are taxed, are seized 
Upon by law. and their Yaiue recognized. 


Generally by the people they are recognized 
as domesticated, and to say that because 
they were once, in remote time, wild, is no 
reason for denying them to be of property 
value to their masters or incapable ofcbeing 
the subjects of offense under the criminal 
law. The dog being property, its owner is 
entitled to have it protected under the law, 
and the defendant should be punished for 
killing it. 
In other words, Chief-Justice Appleton 
would have us understand that because 
some of the rusty maxims of the law do 
define the dog to be not a domestic, but a 
wild animal tamed, and therefore not prop­ 
erty in the fullness of the term, it is time 
to break away from the doctrine, and apply 
to the status of the dog ordinary reason­ 
ing, and he contends vigorously that the 
chief and only substantial reason for hold­ 
ing the dog to be not a domestic animal is 
because the common law declared it to be­ 
long to ‘ the wild class," and that it is 
time that doctrine was departed from. 
Judge Appleton, had he seen fit to enter 
the realm of psychology in his opinión, 
might have fortified himself with some 
strong arguments antagonistic to the dogma 
of the common law. Thus Dr. Romanes, in 
his recent work, “ Mental Evolution in 
Animals.” treats of domestication upon the 
basis that in a great variety of instances 
wild animals develop new instincts under 
domestication, so that, indeed, the whole 
nature is changed aud the animal becomes 
a new variety of his kind. The training 
to perform certain kinds of work causes the 
dwindling of natural instincts and the for­ 
mation ol new and special instincts. Arti­ 
ficial education and selection by man are 
influences the same in kind, says the doc" 
tor, though not in degree, as those of na­ 
tural education 
and 
natural selection. 
After citing the case of the cat as iu point, 
the eminent scholar calls attention to the 
history of the dog and the horse. If the 
truly “ wild horse” now existed we would 
find its disposition totally at variance 
with that now characterizing "m an's best 
friend.” Instinctive wildness, he insists, 
is wholly eradicated from 'species suflicient 
ly long exposed to the influences of domes­ 
tication. Darwin holds that some degree 
of selection and habit have concurred “ in 
civilizing by inheritance” our dogs. Hand- 
coek elaborates proof to show that do­ 
mestication 
obliterates 
wild 
instinct*. 
Thus 
in some 
parts 
of 
the world 
where 
the 
dog 
is 
used 
for 
food 
and is fed on vegetables, the carnivor­ 
ous instinct is wholly lost. The dog, then, 
is ferx natura; by history, aud is not now 
in a true sense related to the wild animal, 
but is a domestic animal, as much so as 
the horse or ox. Romanes points out that 
the only primitive psychologic features re­ 
maining in the dog are those which are 
neither useful nor harmful to man. because 
neither cultivated or repressed, such as 
turning round and round to make a bed, 
hiding food, etc. The ideas- of ownership 
and property, he holds, have been bred 
into the dog by the intelligence of man. 
Thus most dQgs. without special training, 
will defend the property of their masters 
and recogonize the right of ownership of 
their musters in them. Darwin refers to 
the sheep dog. the retriever and the pointer, 
to illustrate the special domestic instincts 
of the dog, and which are not in the re­ 
motest degree inherited from wild proto­ 
types. “ Pointing” is of no use to the dog, 
only to man. and is an acquired habit 
through artificial selection, whereas wild 
or natural instincts'are exclusively for the 
animal’s own good, says the same author­ 
ity. Andrew Knight says, in iiis * Hered­ 
itary Instincts.” that no such animal as the 
"Springing Spaniel” would have been 
known but for the acquired art of shooting 
birds on the wing. Romanes concludes 
that in the domestic dog are few, if any, 
qualities met with in wolves, foxes, jackals 
or wild dogs generally. The slog, then, ac­ 
cording to science, is a product of domesti­ 
cation, and is as much a domestic animal 
by right as is the horse, whatever the con­ 
sideration of the law. In short, its do 
mestication lias advanced to such a plane 
of faithfulnes-i, affection, docility, intelli­ 
gence and all other emotional qualities 
that Darwin justifies and quotes the re­ 
mark of the old writer—"A dog is the 
only thing on this earth that luvs you more 
than he luvs himself.”

SPENCER AND GEORGE AGAIN. 


Our evening contemporary labors with 
obvious difficulty to explain away its blun­ 
der in yoking Mr. Spencer and Henry 
George together as of concurrent views re­ 
garding the land question. In an amus­ 
ingly patronizing way it maffeges to let it 
be known that it has read much of Her­ 
bert Spencer’s text, and that it entertains 
the erroneous belief that the Record-Union 
has confined its reading of Spencer to very 
narrow limits. The question at issueisnot 
dependent, however, upon our rieighbor’s 
ideas ot what is proof of good reading. 
The quotation of bald extracts from Spen­ 
cer’s pages in no wise excuses or justifies 
the ¡fee's original blunder. There certainly 
can be no better interpreter of a writer's 
text than the man himself, and we have 
shown that Mr. Spencer not only repudi­ 
ates, over his own signature, the doctrines 
ot Air. George, but declares them to be 
visionary and impracticable. That ought 
to be sufficient for the ordinarily reasonable 
man. It should settle the question as to 
whether Mr. Spencer indorses the errors of 
the doctrines of Mr. George, which, as Mr. 
Mai look says, are adorned with -so much 
excited rhetoric, and intermixed with so 
much acute reasoning, that their true char­ 
acter may escape the ordinary reader; 
“ but let them only be put into a brief and 
comprehensible form, and to any sane man 
they will sound like the ravings of a luna­ 
tic.” 
It may profit our neighbor, by the 
way. and modify its adoration of Henry 
George’s “ Progress and Poverty,” it it will 
give fair reading to Mai lock's caustic reply, 
“ Property and Progress,” in which the 
fallacies of George's proposition to confis­ 
cate all rent through taxation, and thus 
raise wages, increase earnings, extirpate 
pauperis!¡rive remunerative employment 
to all, lessen crime, elevate morals, etc., are 
combatted and laid bare—as, however, has 
been done over and again by such as Perry, 
Sumner, and even, in many respects, by M. 
de Laveleve. 


A LITERARY 300R. 


A strange story is told of Louise de la 
Ramc, known by the pseudonym of “ Out- 
da,” and somewhat popular as a novelist, 
hut whoso writings are for most pari not 
to be commended, giving as they do false 
ideas of life, and generally justifying con­ 
demnation. 
But nevertheless she is a 
writer of long experience and considerable 
skill, and certainly should know the pro­ 
prieties. 
It is said that she was invited to 
dinner by a lady admirer, to meet a com­ 
pany supjMKsed to be congenial to the nov­ 
elist. 
But when the covers were ready to 
be lifted the chief guest was not present. 
Her non-arrival caused great disappoint­ 
ment, and naturally it became a topic of 
conversation at the table, probably uncom­ 
plimentary in tone.

hind the dining-room door, where she had 
concealed herself in order to hear the com­ 
pany criticise her. If the story is true it 
provis that tlie woman who has written so 
much iff society and good manners is her- 
sclt ignoraqt of both. No person with any 
conscience, any respect for others, any re­ 
gard for the laws of hospitality, or any 
sensibility whatever, would be guilty of 
such rudeness, 
ft was an insult to the 
hostess, and she would have done the right 
thing if she had taken this presumptuous 
literary boor by the ear and have turned 
her out of doors. 


It was in the days just succeeding the 
war that the saying became familiar, “ Y’ou 
can trust the Democratic party to make a 
blunder at the right time."

M a d a m e A d a m , the Parisian celebrity, 
while on a recent tour through Hungary, 
expressed an ardent desire to see the second 
Fra Diavolo, the brigand on whose head 
the Austrian Government hail set a price. 
The fellow is a noted lady killer, and his 
fame attracted even Madame Adam, who 
desired at least to see his photograph. To 
her surprise she received a note presently 
from Saranyl Joszi informing her that on 
her return to Paris she would find her wish 
gratified. And she did, the photograph be­ 
ing mailed to her. But while the robber 
chief was sitting for the picture the lady 
received, the Austrian authorities pounced 
npon him, and he is now in safe custody.

H i s t o r y o p t h e T h i r t y Y e a r s ’ W a r. 
By An­ 
ion Gindley.

San Francisco : A. L. Bancroft A Co. Com­ 
plete iff two volumes. 
Anton Gindley is still Professor of His­ 
tory in the University of Prague, and one 
of the most thorough historical scholars of 
the age. 
He has filled exalted positions in 
several institutions of learning, and is 
probably the most skilled of all searchers 
of archives. 
His whole life has been 
passed in historical reading, research and 
the evolving of the truth from the en­ 
tanglement of the world's multitudinous 
and conflicting records. His first work was 
” The History of the Bohemian Brethren, ” 
and iiis second,“Rudolph II. andHisTlme.” 
In the preparation for this work he was. of 
course, c o m pel list to investigate the Bo­ 
hemian insurrection, which was the initial 
of the “ Thirty Years' War." From this 
he studied the whole period of the war, 


and extended his researches to even the 
Vatican archives. The result has been a 
most exhaustive and ponderous work of 
four volumes, covering the period from 1612 
to 1623. and twenty years have been de­ 
voted to the task. In the mean time, how­ 
ever, in response to a loud demand, he has 
Issued a briefer history of the war, for the 
whoje period, based on the same studies, 
and it is that now under notice. It is a 
work suited to the general reader, and will 
find a larger clientage of that class than the 
greater work can possibly command, even if 
the author is spared to found it out to com­ 
pletion. 
His work he divides into three 
parts: treatment 
of the 
events 
pre­ 
cedent to 
and giving 
immediate oc­ 
casion for the “ Thirty Years' W ar;” the 
history of tlie Bohemian insurrection; 
the judicial proceedings and confiscations 
which followed, and the consequent re­ 
actionary measures of religious reforma­ 
tion. The evidences are patent that he has 
relied in his work more upon his own re- 
earch among archives than upon the 
numerous works upon the history of die 
war. There is much new matter offered— 
as, for instance, verification of the state­ 
ment regarding the part Father Dominicus 
took in the council of the officers of the 
League and the Emperor before the battle 
of White Mountain, the authentication of 
the questioned statement that by bis ex­ 
hortations he procured the. battle being 
made by a report by I)r. Angclini, one of 
Father Dominicus’ attendants; and also 
with regard to Waldstein and his quarrels 
with the League. He sheds new light, too. 
upon the plans of the Swedish King, and 
furnishes decisive evidence front Spanish 
archives that there was actual negotiation 
in regard to the assassination of Gustavus 
Adolphus. The translator, in offering Pro­ 
fessor Gindley's work in an English dres-, 
presents an introductory chapter that will 
prevent misconceptions that would have 
annoyed many readers. The work is well 
provided with maps, thus rendering the 
geography of the countries treated of clear 
to the reader, and without which the same 
obstacles would present that hinder histori 
cal study where the geography of the conn 
try at various dates is not familiar tothe 
student. The volumes thus presented will 
command wide reading anil will largely 
satisfy the demand for a new popular his­ 
tory of tlie bloody contest of thirty years 
in the seventeenth century that was chiefly 
caused, as our author states it, "by the in­ 
compatibility of the religious views which 
prevailed among the people of the time, 
and the discord of which continues to this 
day.”

Romanes issued 
some years ago, in the International Scien­ 
tific series, on animal intelligence; for the 
doctor found the work to so grow upon his 
hands and expandin the realm of psychol­ 
ogy that the present volume became a 
necessity. It is scarcely needed that we 
should say it is full 
of interest—the 
subject 
itself 
makes

and Professor Romanes! witle reputation 
as an investigator and original thinker in 
the fields of science, with his scholarly 
ability and his pleasantly easy diction, 
about which there is no obscurity or con­ 
fusion of expression, sufficiently augment 
the attractiveness naturally attaching to 
the subject. A very large portion of the 
work is devoted to the treatment of “ In­ 
stinct.” because the Doctor recognizes that 
there is prevalent confusion among the 
authorities as to that bjancli of psychol­ 
ogy. A perusal of this work, interesting as 
it is. will, however, impress the reader with 
the conviction that tlie author has departed 
from the original purpose with which fie 
entered upon these studies—that he has 
a lvanced into the more subtle questions of 
psychology. He confesses to this in the 
statement that his intention to make his 
second volume a consideration of mental 
evolution- in the human species lias been 
superseded by the present treatise,, and 
that mental evolution

has led hint into a broader field than lie 
contemplated.

us the opportunity, especially do the chap­ 
ters on Pleasures imd Pains.' ami the treat­ 
ise on instinct and the placing of volition 
and its relation to intellect open the «loor 
for analytical criticism of liis text. But if 
i)r. Romanes is in deep waters and placing 
himself in comparison with the philoso­ 
phers and psychologists who have preceded 
him, his book is none the less valuable 
and interesting. J tis a work of consum­ 
mate skill. of marked originality and is so 
toll 
of 
illustrations drawn from the 
world of fact, that the text attracts and 
holds the most indifferent reader. The 
chapters on Domestication 
would, and 
Similar Instincts in Unallied Animals, ami 
the sub-chapter on Migration, as well that 
on the Origin and Development of instincts, 
possess almost a romantic interest and 
overflow with suggestions comprehensible 
by any reader.

LOCAL 
INTELLIGENCE. 


The W eather. 
■Sergeant Barwiek says : It is just one week 
.ago to-day since this storm began, for a few 
•drops o í rain fell during the afternoon, 
•evening and night of Saturday, the 7th of 
June, 1884. The duration of this storm, the 
amount of precipitation it leaves behind, 
far exceeds 
any storm 
that has ever 
occurred in the annals of pioneer history of 
the settlement of this State by American 
-citizens. The one before this storm was 
June 12, 13 and 14, 1875, measuring,'in Dr. 
Logan's rain gauge, a total of 1.10 inches, 
which was also the total amount of rainfall 
-during June, 1875; .65 of an inch of that 
was precipitated 
inside of twenty-four 
hours. 
The present storm, lasting nearly 
one week, precipitated 1.38 inches.; .32 of 
an inch of that was precipitated in twenty- 
four hours—that is, from 12 o’clock of June 
11th to 12 o’clock of June 12, INS4. The 
total rainfall for this season amounts to 
¡¿4.61 inches against 13.11 inches last season, 
and a little over 17 inches for season of 1874-5, 
which was the season that gave the heav­ 
iest precipitation in June since 1350. out­ 
side of the present June, which is .2S of an 
inch ahead of the heaviest June rainfall 
since records first began, which was’Sep- 
tember, 1840. 
At 8 p m. lust night the ba­ 
rometer was rising from Tatoosh Island on 
the north to San Diego on the south, ac- 
-cotnpanied by a falling temperature and 
northerly and westerly winds, with the 
weather ranging from clear to fair and 
cloudy; it being clear at Olympia, Portland, 
ltoseburg and l.< >s Angeles. There is un­ 
doubtedly every meteorological and local 
signs of a cessation of liquid hostilities, 
and as a rancher said yesterday, good pros­ 
pects of clearing weather with northerly 
winds and nice, warm summer weather, 
and so say we all. The total rainfall dur­ 
ing the six days of rain for the Signal Ser­ 
vice weather stations in California, was, for 
Red Bluff, .76 of an inch; Sacramento. 
1.3s ¡oches; San Francisco. 2.33 inches; 
Los Angeles, 1.05 inches. 
No report from 
San Diego since 4 a . m ; yesterday morning, 
at which time .09 of an inch had been pre­ 
cipitated at that place.

T h e H op M ark et.—Hop-growers Ijave 
probably l>ceii less affected by the recent 
rain-storms than any other class of farmers 
in California. 
In a few instances the rain 
did injury to their vines, in others it had 
little effect, and in a large number it was 
Beneficial. 
I.ate reports' from the East and 
Europe indicate that prices will be at a 
high figure next fall, and California grow­ 
ers feel jubilant, believing that, from pres­ 
ent indications, 30 cents per pound at least 
w ill be reached. The circular issued by 
AV. H. A II. Le May. hop factors. London, 
May 20th, gives the following encouraging 
information: 
“ The 
accounts from the 
hop plantations speak of a very serious 
and alarming attack of fiy. 
As many as 
forty have been found on a small leaf in 
the mid and weald of Kent districts; and 
lice are now developing, so much so that 
washing operations have been commenced 
to-day in mid Kent. The market shows 
signs of activity. 
Many merchants, whose 
Stocks are exceedingly low, are anxious to 
lil! up at present rates. 
American hops 
are inquired for, and although the imports 
have been heavy, stocks are very small. 
Continental stocks 
are exhausted. The 
imports of foreign hops into Englond last 
week were 1,361 bales; for the correspond­ 
ing week last year, 72 bales.

Pri-.vrntive Against Worms.—Charles 
J. Zeinwaldt, well known in Sacramento 
a.- a gardener and orehardist, has purchased 
a ranch near Folsom, anil planted a large 
number of fruit trees upon it. 
Included 
among these are 2.500 voung trees irajtorted 
this spring from the E a st. 
They came so 
late that Mr. Zeinwahlt only concluded 
planting them about the last of April, and 
lie .'¡teaks of the rain we have been having 
■during the past few days as a glorious dis- 
jiensation. Talking yesterday of the in­ 
jury worms are doing to fruit in the State, 
lie stated that last year he adopted the pre­ 
ventive means used in the old country 
whcre he came from, and with entire suc­ 
cess. 
They are very simple, consisting in 
removing the earth, to the depth of alxiut 
three inches, from about the tree, then 
wrapping the trunk of the tree firmly with 
•oilcloth, and covering the latter with tar, 
(he did not, have pitch tar handy, and 
used coal tar); then replacing the earth re­ 
moved in the first place with fresh soil, 
not likely to have insects or grubs in-it. 
In the old country the tar was renewed 
every month in hrder that all the insects 
might be caught through sticking in it, 
4>ut he only applied it .once, and the 


and other fruit in his orchard were per­ 
fectly sound. Following the same pro­ 
cedure this spring, he recently cut open 
many specimens of the fruit, but did not 
find 'a worm. 
He thinks this course of 
treatment, 
thoroughly performed, 
will 
prove entirely satisfactory to all who try it.

The result is that 
his writ of error remains undisposed of, 
and will so remain until the meeting of 
the United States Supreme Court in Octo­ 
ber next. The remittitur in the Hurtado 
case has not yet arrived, but that will have 
no hearing on the Raten case.

Imprisonment fo r L ife.—-Yesterday, in

C h e m ica l* fro m S m o k e. 
The old saying that nothing is wasted or 
lost in nature is tme in regard to the 
sinoke from the furnace at Elk Rapids. 
In this furnace are manufactured fifty 
tons of charcoal per day. 
There are 
twenty-five charcoal pits, constructed of 
brick. Each pit is tilled with one hundred 
cords of hard wood, and then tired. The 
vast amount of smoke from these pits, 
which was formerly lost in the air. is now 
utilized. Works have been erected to con­ 
vert the smoke into chemicals and acids. 
These works are a curiosity. First, they 
have a circular tube made of wood, with 
nine 
staves sixteen 
feet 
in 
length, 
bound together with heavy iron hoops. 
This tube is placed directly over the pits, 
in a horizontal position, with an opening 
from each pit into the tube. 
At the end 
nearest the building there is a large drum 
containing a rotary fan propelled by ma­ 
chinery, the power of 
\vliich is gas. 
That acts as a suction or draught for 
the 
sinoke, which 
is 
conveyed 
into 
tire stills filled with copper pipe, two 
and one-half inches in diameter. 
The 
boxes in which the pipes are situated are 
twenty feet square, ami eight feet deep, 
made of heavy pine, and filled with cold 
water; these are all connected bv copper 
pipes; they are connected with the main 
still, 100 feet in length, ten feet wide, and 
eight feet deep, filled with copper pipes, 
two and one-lialf inches in diameter, in a 
horizontal position, surrounded with cold 
water; from this conveyed to a purifier, 
from which runs what is called pvroligno- 
ous acid, which is as clear as amber, with 
an unpleasant odor. From the acid is pro­ 
duced: First, acetate of lime; second, alco­ 
hol ; third, tar: fourth, gas, which is con­ 
sumed under the boilers. Each cord of 
wood contains 28,000 feet of smoke; 2,800,­ 
000 feet of smoke handled even- twenty- 
four hours, producing 12,000 pounds of 
acetate lime, 200 gallons of alcohol, and 25 
pounds of tar. These articles have a com­ 
mercial value in the manufacturing of 
various articles. 
JTlie sinoke from 40,000 
cords of. wood consumed per annum is thus 
made a source of much profit, as the works 
are nearly automatic, and require no work­ 
men to run them.—[St. Isiuis Grocer.

T h e a tric a l S how s. 
Speaking of the operations of the high 
license in San Luis Obispo county, the 
Talisman says : No little criticism has been 
passed upon the license ordinance now in 
force. The nightly tax levied upon theatri­ 
cal troupes and other traveling shows is 
rated as being too high, by far, and calcu­ 
lated to discourage such entertainments. 
If this is the tendency of a high license it 
is well to have one in operation, 
if the 
general run of shows that have favored this 
place with their presence within the past 
few months is a lair sample of what is to 
be expected in the future, it were best that 
the high license Act ho made a little more 
binding. Of the many shows noticing San 
Luis the past year, hut one or two were 
worthy of being patronized. The majority 
of those affairs that go scouring over the 
country are characterless organizations at 
the best. They are made up from the low 
dives and disreputable haunts of the large 
cities and nothing that is moral, refining 
or instructive follows in their wake. They 
generally become ¡miverty-struck in some 
attractive town in the interior and disband, 
leaving the impecunious stars to follow the 
bent of their vagrant inclinations. They 
confer no earthly favor upon the precincts 
directing their attention, and there can be 
jio policy in holding out inducements to 
them to come. 
If the high license .tax is 
faulty in any respect it is not so when ap­ 
plied to these savory frauds that give no 
value for patronage received. To the first- 
class entertainment the high license ordi­ 
nance is more beneficial than otherwise. 
It will fare bettor when not preceded by a 
host of lateh-pcnnv scavengers and the 
support of the public !*■ in bettor condition 
to he enlisted. 


O n e -h a n d e d P ia n is t. 
fount Geza Zichy, the one-armed Hun­ 
garian piano-player and composer, says 
the New York Post, has just completed one 
of his extensive concert tours, the proceeds 
of which he invariably devotes to charita­ 
ble purposes. Count Zieliy lost his right 
arm at the age of 15 by the’ discharge of 
his gun while hunting. He has trained his 
left so marvelously as to deceive by his 
play the ear of the listener, who can scarcely 
be. persuaded that'such brilliant effects may 
be produced with one hand only. His com- 
petitions have met with equal favor. They 
are all intended for the left hand, and Liszt 
has declared that they are better in style, 
more delicate in taste, and stronger in 
effect than many compositions for two 
and four hands. He finds them, however, 
exceedingly difficult and only adapted 
to players of the author's skill and train­ 
ing. Count Zichy is also a writer of great 
ability. A collection of his poems and 
tales, in his native Hungarian, was pub­ 
lished last year, and well deserves transla­ 
tion into other languages. In a humorous 
poem entitled “ The 24th of September," 
the Count says that on the’anniversary of 
the accident which deprived him of his 
arm he invariably goes hunting, and, noth­ 
ing daunted, sounds the horn in honor of 
St. Hubertus. 
If on that day his right arm 
should suddenly grow again, lie would 
seize it with his left and put it in bis 
pocket; but first, he adds in a different 
vein, he would lift both his hands in 
prayer for his country. 
He only regrets 
the loss of his right arm from patriotic mo­ 
tives. 


E n fo rc in g M a rita l R ig h ts . 
The case of Mr. and Mrs. Weldon,of Eng­ 
land, is attracting a good deal of attention 
throughout the civilized world. The lady 
has a beautiful voice, and was an ornament 
to society before she married ; but she has 
an unhappy temper, a shrewish tongue and 
an inordinate delight in litigation. She has 
plenty of money, and can indulge in the lux­ 
ury of going to law.

T h e E a r th ’s T e m p e ra tu re . 
At a recent meeting of the American So­ 
ciety of Civil - Engineers, observations on 
the temperature of the earth, as shown by 
deep mines, were presented by Hamilton 
Smith, Jr., and Edward 15. Dorsey. 
Mr. 
Smith said that the temperature of the 
earth varies very greatly at different locali­ 
ties and in different geological formations. 
There are decided exceptions to the general 
law that the temperature increased with the 
depth. 
At the New Almadén quicksilver 
mine, in California, at a depth of about 600 
feet, the temperature was very high—some 
115°; but in the deepest part of the same 
mine, 1,800 feet below the surface and 500 
feet below sea-level, the temperature is 
very pleasant, probably less than 80’. At 
the Eureka mines, in California, th? air 
1.200 feet below the surface appears nearly 
as cool as 100 feet below the surface. The 
normal temperature of the earth at a depth 
of 50 or GO teet is probably near the mean 
annual temperature of the air at the partic­ 
ular place. At the Comstock mines, some 
years since, the miners could remain but a 
few moments at a time on account of the 
beat. Iee-water was given them as an ex­ 
periment ; it produced no ill effects, but 
the men worked to much better advantage: 
and since that time iee-water is furnished 
in all these mines and drank with appa­ 
rently no bad results. E. B. Dorsey said 
that the mines on the Comstock vein, Ne­ 
vada, were exceptionally hot. At depths 
of front, 1.500 to 2,000 feet the thermometer 
placed in a freshly drilled hole will show 
130°. Very large bodies of water have run 
for years at 155°. and smaller bodies at 
170°*. The temperature of the air is kept 
down to 110° by forcing in frpsh air cooled 
over ice. Captain 
Wheeler. II. S. Engi­ 
neers. estimated the heat extracted annu­ 
ally from the Comstock bv means of the 
water pumped out and cold air forced in, 
as equal to tliat generated by the combus­ 
tion of 55,500 tons of anthracite coal, or 
97,700 cords of wood. Observations were 
then given upon temperature at every 100 
feet in the Forman shaft of the Overman 
mine, running from 53° ata depth of 100 
feet to 121.2° at a depth of 2,300 feet. The 
temperature increased 10Q to 1,000 feet 
deep, increase 1° in 29 feet; 100m 1,.H00 feet 
deep, increase 1° in 30.5 feet; 100 to 2,300 
feet deep, increase 1° in 32.3 feet. A table 
was presented giving the temperatures of a 
large number <>f deep mines, tunnels and 
artesian wells. The two coolest mines or 
tunnels are in limestone, namely, Chanar- 
cillo mines and Mont C'enis tunnel; and 
the two hottest are in trachyte and the 
“ coal 
measures," namely, the 
Corn- 
stock mines in the trachyte and the 
South Balgray in the ‘ coal measure*." 
Mr. Dorsey considered that experience 
showed that limestone was the coolest for­ 
mation.

T I'" V alu e o f S tra w . 
In ever, 100 pounds of straw there arc 
from four to live pounds of ash, the ash 
containing potash, soda, magnesia, lime, 
phosphoric acid, sulphuric acid, 
silica, 
chlorine and sulphur. 
No nitrogen is 
found, as it is driven dll'when reducing the 
straw to ash, but when the straw decom­ 
poses in the compost heap, the traces of 
nitrogen, with a proportion of carbon, are 
absented and partially retained. 
Of wheat straw the proportion of pot­ 
ash is 40 per cent., while bean straw 
contains of potash as large a quantity as 
2.59 per cent.; hut while the bwai straw 
is thus richer in potash that that of wheat, 
the latter contains seVen times as much 
silica, which, though not really considered 
valuable as a fertilizer, as it always exists 
plentifully, is in a condition to W more 
readily appropriated by plants when re­ 
turned to the soil in the straw. 
Bariev contains a larger proportion of 
potash than oats, but outs require a greater 
quantity of soda, and vet these two miner­ 
als are very closely allied. 
Corn fodder contains 1.66 per cent, of 
potash, while ]>eas contain 1.07. This in­ 
dicates that C(*rn fodder requires more pot­ 
ash than peas and less than beans, which 
contains more than double the proportion 
in peas. This is contrary to the general 
supposition that beans and peas feed alike 
on the same matter, as they are shown, in 
noticing the proportions ot lime required 
by each, to be rather dissimilar. 
Bean straw, which excels in potash,.is 
considered a lime crop also ; but while the 
crop of bran straw per 100 pounds contains 
1.35 per cent, of lime, th* percentage of 
lime in pea straw is 1.86,-thus demonstrat­ 
ing that one prefers ¡xitash and the other 
lime. This difference between peas and 
beans exists in Ihe seeds jflso. as the beans 
contain more potash than peas, though the 
lime exists in each in nearly the same 
quantity. 
(tats áre supposed to be exhausting to 
the soil, but while the straw is really richer 
in potash than that of wheat, the grain of 
wheat exceeds the grain of oats largely in 
nearly all the ■tineral elements, while the 
grain'of buckwheat is deficient in nearly 
everything that composes the ash, as com­ 
pared with wheat.—[Exchange. 


B f.y roct.—According to Dr. Jessup, “ in 
the city of Beyrout, which twenty-five 
years ago had hardly a hundred children 
at school among all the sects, there are now 
11.000 children at school, in a population of 
80.000. Three thousand of these children 
are in Protestant schools. Of the other 
8.000, 1,570 are educated by Mohammedans, 
315 bv Jews, the remainder are in the 
schools of various Christian sects. Of the 
11.389 children at school in Beyrout, 5.921 
are girls, and only 5,468 are boys. This 
great advance in female education is most 
gratifying, and hopeful for the future. 
When the American missionaries first 
came to Syria, it is doubtful whether 
there were twenty females out of a popula­ 
tion of 2,000.000 who could read. 
In 
all Syria and Palestine there are now 7,140 
girls at school in Protestant boarding and 
day schools, and 7,475 boys, making 14.620 
children in Protestant schools.” 
These 
figures speak for themselves.—[Church of 
Scotland Record.

C h e m ic a ls f r o m S m o k e . 
The old saying that nothing is wasted or 
lost in nature is true in regard to the 
smoke from the furnace at Elk Rapids, 
in this furnace are manufactured fifty 
tons of 
charcoal per day. 
There arc 
twenty-five charcoal pits, constructed of 
brick. 
Each pit is tilled with one hundred 
cords of hard wood, and then fired. 
The 
vast amount of smoke from these pits, 
which was formerly lost in the air. is now 
utilized. Works have been erected to con­ 
vert the smoke into chemicals and acids. 
These works are a curiosity. 
First, they 
have a circular tube made of wood, with 
pine 
staves sixteen 
feet 
in 
length, 
bound together with heavy iron hoops. 
This m)>e is placed directly over the pits, 
in a horizontal position, with an opening 
from each pit into the tube. 
At the end 
nearest the building there is a large drum 
containing a rotary fan propelled by ma­ 
chinery, the power of 
which is gas. 
That acts as a auction or draught for 
the 
smoke, which 
is 
conveyed 
into 
fire stills tilled with copper pipe, two 
and one-half inches in diameter. 
The 
boxes in which the pipes are situated are 
twenty feet square, and eight feet deep, 
made of heavy pine, and filled with cold 
water; 
these are all connected bv copper 
pipes; they are connected with the main 
still, 100 feet in length, ten feet wide, and 
eight feet deep, filled with copper pipes, 
two and one-half inches in diameter, in a 
horizontal position, surrounded with cold 
water; from this conveyed to a purifier, 
from which runs what is called pyroligno- 
ous acid, which is as clear as amber, with 
an unpleasant odor. 
From the acid is pro­ 
duced: First, acetate of lime; second, alco­ 
h o l; third, tar; fourth, gas, which is con­ 
sumed under the boilers. 
Each cord of 
wood contains 28,000 feet of smoke; 2,800,­ 
000 feet of smoke handled every twenty- 
four hours, producing 12,000 pounds of 
acetate lime, 200 gallons of alcohol, and 25 
pounds of tar. These articles have a com­ 
mercial value in the manufacturing of 
various articles. 
,The smoke from 40,000 
cords o f,wood consumed per annum is thus 
made a source of much profit, as the works 
are nearly automatic, and require no work­ 
men to run them.—[St. Is>uis Grocer. 


SPARKS ALONG THE HAT. 


O n e - h a n d e d P ia n is t. 
Count Gcza Zicliy, the one-armed Hun­ 
garian piano-player and composer, says 
the New York Post, has just completed one 
of his extensive concert tours, the proceeds 
of which lie invariably devotes to charita­ 
ble purposes. Count Zicliv lost his right 
arm at the age of 15 by the discharge of 
his gun while hunting. 
He has trained his 
left so marvelously as to deceive by his 
play the ear of the listener, who can scarcely 
be. persuaded that‘such brilliant effects may 
be produced with one hand only. His com­ 
positions have met with equal favor. They 
are all intended for the left hand, and Liszt 
has declared that they are better in style, 
more delicate in taste, and stronger in 
effect than many compositions for two 
and four hands. H e finds them, however, 
exceedingly difficult and only adapted 
to players of the author’s skill and train­ 
ing.

T l i e E a r t h ’s T e m p e r a t u r e . 
At a recent meeting of the American .So­ 
ciety of Civil • Engineers, observations on 
the temperature of the earth, as shown by 
deep mines, were presented by Hamilton 
Smith, Jr., and Edward 15. Dorsey. 
Mr. 
«Smith said that the temperature of the 
earth varies very greatly at different locali­ 
ties and in different geological formations. 
There are decided exceptions to the general 
law that the temperature increased with the 
depth. 
At the New Almadén quicksilver 
nii ne, in California, at a depth of about 000 
feet, the temperature was very high—some 
115°; but in the deepest part of thesam e 
mine, 1,800 feet below the surface and 500 
feet below sea-level, the temperature is 
very pleasant, probably less than 80°. 
At 
the" Eureka mines, in California, thP air 
1.200 feet below the surface appears nearly 
as cool as 100 feet below the surface. The 
normal temperature of tlie earth at a depth 
of 50 or GO teet is probably near the mean 
annual temperature of the air at the partic­ 
ular place. At the Comstock mines, some 
years since, the miners could remain but a 
few moments at a time on account of the 
heat. 
Ice-water was given them as an ex­ 
periment ; it produced no ill effects, but 
the men worked to much better advantage; 
and since that time ice-water is furnished 
in all these mines and drank with appa­ 
rently no bad results. 
E. B. Dorsey said 
that the mines on the Comstock vein, Ne­ 
vada, were exceptionally hot. 
At depths 
of from,1,500 to 2,000 feet the thermometer 
placed in a freshly drilled hole will show 
130°. 
Very large bodies of water have run 
for years at 155°, and smaller bodies at 
170°". The temperature of the air is kept 
down to 110° by forcing in frpsh air cooled 
over ice. Captain 
Wheeler, U. S. Engi­ 
neers. estimated the heat extracted annu­ 
ally from the Comstock by means of tlie 
water pumped out and cold air forced in, 
as equal to that generated by the combus­ 
tion of 55,500 tons of anthracite coal, or 
07,700 cords of wood. Observations were 
then given upon temperature at every ICO 
feet in the Forman shaft of the Overman 
mine, running from 53° at a depth of 100 
feet to 121.2° at a depth of 2,300 feet. The 
temperature increased- 10Q to 1,000 feet 
deep, increase 1° in 20 feet; 100to 1,800 feet 
deep, increase 1° in 30.5 feet; 100 to 2,300 
feet deep, increase 1° in 32.3 feet. 
A table 
was presented giving the temperatures of a 
large number of deep mines, tunnels and 
artesian wells. The two coolest mines or 
tunnels are in limestone, namely, Clianar- 
cilio mines and Mont Cenis tun nel; and 
the two hottest are in trachyte and tlie 
“ coal 
measures,” 
namely, 
the 
Com­ 
stock mines in 
the trachyte and the 
«South Balgray in the “ coal measurer" 
Mr. Dorsey considered 
that experience 
showed that limestone was the coolest for­ 
mation.

T b ‘ V a lu e o f S t r a w . 
In every HHJ pounds of straw there arc 
fr.mi four to five pounds of ash. the ash 
containing potash, soda, magnesia, lime, 
phosphoric acid, sulphuric acid, 
silica, 
chlorine and sulphur. 
No nitrogen is 
found, as it is driven Off when reducing the 
straw to ash, but w hen the straw decom­ 
poses in the compost heap, tlie traces of 
nitrogen, with a proportion of carbon, are 
absorbed and partially retained. 
Of wheat straw tlie proportion of pot­ 
ash is 44) per cent., while bean straw 
contains of potash .as large a quantity as 
2.59 per cent.; hut while the bean straw 
is thus richer in potash that that of wheat, 
the latter contains sev'en times as much 
silica, which, though not really considered 
valuable as a fertilizer, as it always exists 
plentifully, is in a condition to be more 
readily appropriated by plants when re­ 
turned to the soil in the straw. 
Barley contains a larger proportion of 
potasli than oats, but oats require a greater 
quantity of soda, and yet these two miner­ 
als are very closely allied. 
Corn fodder contains l.GG per cent, of 
potash, while peas contain 1.07. This in­ 
dicates that corn fodder requires more pot­ 
ash than peas und less than beans, which 
contains more than double the proportion 
in peas. This is contrary to the general 
supposition that beans and peas feed alike 
on the same matter, as tliev are shown, in 
noticing the proportions of lime required 
by eacli, to tie rather dissimilaf. 
Bean straw, which excels in potash,.is 
considered a lime crop also ; but while the 
crop of bean straw per 100 pounds contains 
1.35 per cent, of lime, th* iw e n ta g e of 
lime m pea straw is 1.86,-thus demonstrat­ 
ing that one prefers pitash and the other 
lime. This difference between peas and 
beans exists in the seeds fflso, as the beans 
contain more potash than peas, though the 
lime exists in each in nearly the same 
quantity. 
( tats are supposed to be exhausting to 
the soil, but while tlie straw is really richer 
in potasli than that of wheat, the grain of 
wheat exceeds the grain of oats largely in 
nearly all the mineral elements, while the 
grain of buckwheat is deficient ill nearly 
everything that composes the ash, as com­ 
pared with wheat.—[Exchange. 


B eyroct.—According to Dr. Jessup, “ in 
the city of Keyrout. which twenty-five 
years ago had hardly a hundred children 
at school among all the sects, there are now 
11,000 children at school, in a population of 
80.000. 
Three thousand of these children 
are in Protestant schools. Of the other 
8.000, 1.570 are educated by Mohammedans, 
315 bv Jews, the remainder are in the 
schools of various Christian sects. Of the 
11.389 children at school in Beyrout, 5.921 
are girls, and only 5,468 are bovs. This 
great advance in female education is most 
gratifying, and hopeful for the future. 
When the 
American missionaries first 
came to Syria, it is doubtful whether 
there were twenty females out of a popula­ 
tion of 2,000.000 who could read. 
In 
all Syria and Palestine there are now 7,149 
girls at school in Protestant boarding and 
day schools, and 7,475 box's, making 14.620 
children in Protestant schools.” 
These 
figures speak for themselves.—[Church of 
Scotland Record.

1 he late rain was used as » 
lever to buoy up prices, and speculative pur 
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D o ck in g H o rses’ T ails. 
This cruel practice, together with that of 
nicking, was exploded by common sense 
and humanity long ago; but I regret to 
see, from late English papers, that the bar­ 
barous custom is again coming into fashion 
in the United Kingdom. The most skill­ 
ful and intelligent veterinary surgeons are 
opposed to docking aud nicking, as both 
cruel and unnecessary. 
Moreover, these 
disligure the horse, for what more beautiful 
point is to be seen in him thun a long, flow­ 
ing tail? 
The only benefit claimed for 
shortening the tail is that it prevents 
the horse, when driven in harness, from 
catching the reins under. The writers in 
the Veterinary Journal say that a short tail 
is more readily thrown over the reins than 
a long one, as the former is more horizontal 
than the latter. As to the danger of a long 
tail getting over the reins, if a horse be 
properly broken no accident or injury can 
happen from it, as it can be easily and 
quickly released. As evidence of this, 1.500 
long-tailed American horses were used for 
years in London city street cars, where the 
drivers sat below the level of their horses’ 
hind-quarters, and yet no accident ever oc­ 
curred from the reins getting entangled 
about or under their tails. These horses 
were as spirited and impulsive as well-bred 
English horses usually are. 
Lock-jaw and death occasionally happen 
from docking, and much pain and suffer­ 
ing always from cutting and searing the 
stump with a licit iron; and what is more 
repulsive to a feeling mind than the sight 
of a sloughing stump and curious bones? 
1 shall expect to see this followed up by 
the cropping of ears, for that years ago was 
ai.-o in fashion, as it was contcmieiU-hat it 
improved the appearance of the horse. To 
wiiat pitiless cruelty of many kinds has 
this most noble And useful of all animals 
ever been subjected, and this stii! continues 
in various ways. 
When horses are turned on! to pasture, 
a long tail is very necessary for them to 
brush off Hies and other tormenting in

Constantinople, May 10, 1884. 
In going north from Nablous, ancient 
Schechem, there is little of special interest 
till you come to Samaria. You pass some 
of the massive stone wonts of ancient 
workmanship, which ¡ire in this land a 
sure sign of the skill and resources of the 
old Roman. You puss over trails that 
would he regarded as intolerable in any of 
the wild jiasses of the American mountains. 
You sec a hind the arable portions of which 
are poorLy cultivated, and large portions 
are the pitiless possession of loose stones 
and rocks. And just now, where it is pos­ 
sible there should be mud, the horses’ feet 
and knees are sure to find it. 
And the one thing which astonishes a 
man who lives in a country where, in the 
main, law and .confidence prevail, and 
keeps him in perpetual wonderment, is that 
you travel through a land in the agricult­ 
ural districts of which there is not a single 
habitation, not the sign of a house or tent 
or human residence. This utter emptiness 
' in the farming regions, of homes dottin 
the landscape here and there, extends from 
the Mediterranean to the Jordan, from 
Bethlehem to Damascus, from the Dead 
Sea to Beirut. “There are vineyards, wheat 
fields, barley fields, olive trees, fig trees, 
men even plowing and sowing, and women 
carrying water-pots on their heads through 
the fields, but not a place to live in in the 
open country. The people all have their 
homes in villages. They will go miles tc 
work in the day or to collect a bundle of 
sticks from the mountain side, hut they 
will not on any consideration intrust their 
families and their defenseless homes and 
treasures to the 
MERCILESS OPEN COUNTRY. 
J»o one visible fact could more clearly 
symbolize the universal sense of public in 
security and distrust. And this feeling is 
not directed to one’s neighbor and ac 
quaintances, but to the unknown man. In 
met the people of the Orient are very con 
tiding and trustful to 'their own circles 
much more so than we of the Occident 
They will huddle together in their villages 
and leave their goods exposed to one an 
other without any fear. We saw in crowd 
ed streets bazaars full of articles for sale, 
the owners of which had left them with 
only the protection of a curtain in front 
only partially concealing the trinkets which 
one might brush against in passing. They 
are suspicious of t lie strangers who roam 
over the country, among whom may be 
marauders, against whom the Government 
affords no protection. In despair of the 
Government they huddle together, like 
frightened sheep, anil find their security in 
their numbers and confidence in one an 
other. No other sight more vividly ini 
presses on an American the advantages of 
living in a country in which the humble 
citizen may build his home where |hi 
laud is—anywhere in the mountains, or 
valleys, or plains of the frontiers, and feel 
that, alone and weak as he is, he is shield 
ed by the genius of law and order, which 
broods over the whole republic, and make 
his home his castle, and his family and 
possessions almost uniformly safe. 
TOMB OF JOHN THE BAPTIST. 
Amid such scenes and reveries you at 
length reach a point front which you see 
Samaria resting on the upper part of a higl 
conical hill rising up out of surrounding 
narrow valleys. A sharp climb brings you 
to the remains of an old mosque, which 
had previously been a church erected ovc 
the place where the remains of John the

On the opposite side of the 
summit are similar pillars, many standin 
marking the position of the royal palace 
Descending from the hill is the sight of tw 
theaters, one above the other, formed by 
excavating the sides of a steeply descendin 
ravine and leveling an arena at the bottom 
The row of pillars back of the stage, of tl.

We entered it, and went zigzag 
through its irregular streets, as Elisha must 
have done of old, when he turned into the 
house of. the Shunemite, whose soil was 
raised to life by that miracle which may 
Well symbolize to us that the best help to 
those who need to be elevated, conies by 
adapting one’s self to them, as Elisha raised 
this son by putting “ his mouth upon his 
mouth, his eyes upon his eyes and his 
hands upon his hands.” (2 Kings iv.. 34). 
We shall always remember our greeting in 
Shunent. 
In other places we had been 
greeted by the barking of dogs, and by the 
cry of backsheesh from men, women and 
children. But here we were greeted by 
having the air full of swarming bees. There 
were no hives in sight, no [dace for them, 
apparently, to come from or go to, except 
the unattractive stone or dirt walls or roofs 
of the houses or inclosures. It seemed un 
avoidable that they would pitch upon the 
sweaty horses or the still more nervous 
riders. But fortunately we escaped with 
no serious trouble through the dark buzzing 
cloud of tormentors. After leaving Shu 
neni we passed tip over the western end of 
Little Hermon, which runs out as a pro­ 
montory into the Plain of Esdraelon. 
When on this,nearly the whole valley, with 
its regular fields in different stages of culti­ 
vation. all in the rich beauty of spring, lay 
beneath our eye. like a rich many-colored 
carpet on the floor of this magnificent 
parlor of Syria, with the walls of moun 
tains frescoed in different shades of green 
and gray, and its ceiling in blue. 
TREADING ON SACKED GROUNDS. 
Passing round the western point of Lit­ 
tle Hermon on its northern flank, we come 
to Nain, a poor desolate village, the only 
interest in which to a jnodern traveler is 
the fact that it was the scene of one of the 
miracles of Jesus. As we stood on the 
crowning [>oint of the town and lixiked 
down on the flat roof of the houses below, 
we saw some women drying wheat which 
had been wet in the rain, turning it in the 
warm sun and fresh air. It was a vivid re­ 
production to our eyes of the scenes of early 
times. But we must tread reverently. This 
region is a soil fertile of evidences that 
death is not a finality. Here, somewhere, 
Christ met the funeral procession bearing 
the widow’s son to his burial and raised 
him up to life. Back yonder Elisha called 
back the son of the Shunemite from the re 
giims of the dead. Just across the valley 
there, at the upper end, at Endor, Saul was 
struck down to the ground at the sight and 
the rebuke of Samuel appearing before hi in 
from the-other world. And up yonder, 
close by, on Tabor, many suppose was the 
scene of the transfiguration of Christ. 
THE «T V OF NAZARETH. 
Directly across the northern part of the 
plain of Esdraelon. leaving Mt. Tabor in its 
solitary glory on our right, and Endor at 
the extreme northern end of the valley, 
we begin the sharp ascent of the high 
bluff at the west, in a basin of which, far 
up. we see the nestling and apparently in­ 
accessible town of Nazareth. In some way 
turning right and left, our horses find a 
path up, up, the rocks, and in some way, 
by dint of clinging to thepommels and the 
horses’ manes, we manage to keep on our 
saddles. At length, at an elevation of 
1,500 feet above the plain, with a semi­ 
circle of high hills still back of it, we reach 
the home of the childhood and youth of 
Jesus. Yet strange to say, inaccessible us 
it seems from this quarter, perched where 
only eagles would be supposed to build 
their nests, it is quite a large and thriving 
town of 8,000 or 10,000 inhabitants. There 
is little to he said about it. The glory that 
rises from it and broods over it is of the 
distant past and is invisible—seen by the 
inner eye—and cannot be put on paper, it 
gladdens and inspires the spirit that is 
present, but must he passed over in regret­ 
ful silence that so much can be felt, so 
little communicated. Omitting this whole 
ideal region and dropping down into out­ 
ward experiences, on arriving at Nazareth 
we spread out our mattresses and bedding 
and clothes—the first opportunity to dry 
them since the storm—and arranged to 
pass the night and spend the Sabbath fol­ 
lowing.

Mount Gilboa; still farther east, the 
long range of the mountains of Gilead 
across the Jordan ; southeast of us, the 
mountains of Samaria; amd at t^c right 
and south of us, Mount Carmel, stretching 
from the plain to the si-a: and turning 
round and looking west we can sec dis­ 
tinctly the blue expanse marking the Medi­ 
terranean. 
Hero, we are confident, we 
stand in the steps where Jesus once stood, 
and our eves sweep over the same grand 
sights as once gladdened his. There we 
sit down and read in the Bible the accounts 
of las life in connection with Nazareth. 
PALM SUNDAY IN NAZARETH. 
This is the day celebrated by the Greek 
Church as Palm ¡Sunday, and strange to 
say, while we are on the iiill, we sec a long 
procession of jiersons, some mounted and 
some on foot, coming, winding down a hill 
one side of us in full view, from the 
country, singingand chanting in triumphal 
strains. As they conte into the town, they 
are met by a throng, who givothem shouts 
of welcome: guns are fired; and after a 
little delay, they all move on together into 
tv. It is a celebration of the triuln- 
entry of Christ into Jerusalem, and 
isixiations fire our hearts.

to-day the remarks they offer are barely 
tolerated. With him it has been entirely 
different. His chief work has been for the 
appointment of a Bishop for Africa, and 
his pica for the dark continent finally pre­ 
vailed. 
THE BISHOr OF AFRICA. 
The man who has been set apart for the 
Episcopal supervision of the work in that 
country ¡is another Taylor of missionary 
antecedents, who came to the body as a 
lay delegate from India. A man past 60, 
though looking much younger; over six 
feet in higlit, and having a strong, sinewy 
frame; with a beard of patriarchal length 
and fullness, and a head just bald enough 
to reveal the ample dimensions of his mas­ 
sive forehead; disdaining the comforts of 
life, and of such a strongly marked indi­ 
viduality as to be not a little eccentric in 
habit and manners, this strange and re­ 
markable man will convey to the minds of 
the people of Africa a vivid suggestion of 
the old prophets of Scripture, and un­ 
doubtedly his appearance and personal 
peculiarities will give him uncommon 
[tower as a leader among them. For some 
years the self-supporting missions main­ 
tained in India and South America by 
William Taylor have seemed to conflict 
with the operations of those countries of 
the regular missionary society, and, as a 
consequence, the powers that be have 
shown a disposition to rather sit down 
upon that gentleman. Under the ban of 
this opposition he took his seat in the 
[•resent Conference. Early in the proceed­ 
ings he presented a resolution, which he 
called ‘‘the prayer of William Taylor 
and which declared in its opening sentence 
“ that it was lawful and right to get souls 
converted, and to organize them into self­ 
supporting churches.” The Conference 
LAUGHED AT THE IDEA 
Of a body of Methodists being asked to 
make such a declaration as this, but the 
point was appreciated, and so far as secur 
ing the favor of the delegates was con­ 
cerned this happy hit may be said to havi 
made Mr. Taylors fortune. After that he 
could speak as lie pleased and the brethren 
were sure to shake their sides at his oddi­ 
ties. Finally, when a Bishop for Africa 
was resolved* upon, an inspiration seemed 
to come upon the assembly, pointing to this 
strange genius as pre-eminently the man 
for the place. All, it is true, did not fall 
in with this view. The Bishops, I am told 
did not, and it is quite certain that Drs 
Curry. Bingham and Lanahan. who, when 
they saw how the cat was going to jump, 
made, successively, the motions to post­ 
pone to Friday, to postpone indefinitely 
and to adjourn, were not pleased with the 
turn things had taken. But the Conference 
took the hit between its teeth, and after 
laying these dilatory motions on the table 
in quicker time than it takes to tell it, the 
balloting began,'resulting in the election of 
the great missionary hero by 250 votes out’ 
of 355. It is expected that this new mis­ 
sionary Bishop will establish his head­ 
quarters on the Congo, and there are many 
who predict that he will shortly open up 
that vast country to the operations of the 
church whose commission he lias accepted 
in the same broad sense in which Stanley 
is opening it to civilization. 
THE EQUALITY QUESTION. 
After electing a colored man to a church 
editorship, anil ordaining another man of 
colored sympathies as Bishop for the conti­ 
nent whence the colored brother hails, the 
Conference felt, no doubt, that it could let 
up a little along this line, and it did so in a 
manner which tbecolorcd membership may 
not think entirely satisfactory. Very early 
in the proceedings of this body it became 
evident that a desperate effort woulil he 
made to get an expression from it favorable 
to the most pronounced form of social 
equality between the white and colored 
races. Colored men hud been excluded 
from certain schools and churches of this 
denomination, and this crusade proposed to 
remove these harriers to negro freedom,and 
to make all the institutions of the church 
accessible on the same conditions to black 
and white alike. This question threatened 
for a time to be a serious bone of conten­ 
tion in the Conference, but through a little 
strategy the trouble seems to have been 
gotten rid of. Tlic Committee on the State 
of the Church, of which Governor I’atter- 
son, of this State, is Chairman, adopted a 
report providing lor just such an expression 
as the most radical advocates of tlie equal­ 
ity theory had desired, 'i he vote was a 
tie—25 against 25—and the casting vote of 
the Chair, democratic though it was, went 
in favor of the resolution. 
IN A DILEMMA. 
W ith such ¿v report as this impending 
over it. what was the Conference to do? 
To pass it would mortally offend some 
white people in the South, and to vote it 
down would Vie equally offensive to the 
colored people. The point was to get this 
question passed upon before the report 
from, the Committee on the State of the 
Church came in, and fortunately there was 
a report lying upon the table from the 
Committee on Freedtnen’s Aid which al- 
forded an opportunity for doing this. This 
report leaves things virtually as they have 
been in the past. It affirms the theory of 
equality, but leaves the practical working 
oi it to the wishes of the different commu­ 
nities and sections in which the .church 
operates. Strange to say, by an almost 
unanimous vote this report passed; and 
yet it is not strange, for the radicals who 
voted for it did so, no doubt, with the un­ 
derstanding that what they failed to get 
under this action they would at least have 
a fair chance of getting when the other re­ 
port’came up, while the conservatives were 
slyly chuckling at the thought that the sub­ 
ject was being finally disposed of. Thus 
there are tricks in all trades.

Barclay Henley, the Congressional candidate 
in the First District, is a lawyer of Sonoma, who 
is now‘serving in Congress from the old Third 
District He is an ultra Democrat, and is re­ 
garded as one of the best stump speakers in the 
State. 
Glascock, who has-been renominated from 
the Third District, is a voting Oakland attorney 
w ho has not distinguished himself particularly 
in the House. He went in on the tidal wave of 
last year. He received the nomination because 
he had once before ltd the forlorn Democratic 
hope against I’uge. 
Hastings, the candidate from tire Fourth Dis 
triet, never occupied any fiositiou but .School 
Director. His record in that capacity is too well 
known to need special reference. 
Frank J. Sullivan, the nominee from the Fifth 
District, is a young lawyer, born and raised in 
this city, who was elected to the Senatorship 
from the Thirteenth District in 1882. it" is the 
first oftiee he has ever held. He lias plenty of 
means to make the kind of a contest dear to the 
Democratic heart-a money fight, his father 
leaving a million and a half behind him. His

After August 1st no bodies will be received by 
tbc Trustees of the be Moyne Crematory outside 
oi Washington county for cremation. 
Dr. F. Julius Le Moyne erected his crematory 
for his own use and that of persons in his im­ 
mediate neighborhood, and not for the general 
public. We 1'ave admitted boriie- lor incinera­ 
tion from all parts of the country, since the 
death of Dr. I.e Moyue. in order to carry out his 
view of reform—keeping the subject before the 
public. We believe now, irom the growing in­ 
terest manifested by the people of tnis country 
in the subject, that other crematories will be 
built, and that the public will be accommodated 
elsewhere. The business lias increased to such 
an extent that it occupies more tune than we 
find it [«ssiblc to devote to it: therefore we are 
now compelled to limit the use of the Crema­ 
tory, and accordingly give notice that no person 
jiving outside of the county in which Dr. Le 
Moyne lived and died need make application 
for cTemaliou after the date named.

The result of this movement will utt- 
doubtedly be the establishment uf other 
crematorios. There is no doubt that the 
practice of incineration is’ rapidly growing 
in favor in this country. People havecome 
to look up it as an excellent sanitary meas­ 
ure calculated to prevent the spread of dis­ 
ease, and no longer regard the furnace as 
objectionable in comparison with thegrave. 
The time when every city will have one or 
more crematories within its limits has been 
hastened by the closing of tiie Lc Moyne, 
furnace to the general public.—[Cleveland 
Herald.

Iceland.—There is still much room for 
geographical investigation, in Iceland; a 
large part of tiie island is, scientifically 
speaking, unexplored, and in spite of tiie 
researches of the late Dr. Hjaltalin and the 
various foreign geologists who have from 
tifije to time visited Iceland, its mineral re­ 
sources are but little known and very par­ 
tially developed. The sulpur deposits have 
of late years been exploited by enterpris­ 
ing Englishmen, and are now being worked, 
with every prospect of success, by an Eng­ 
lish company. But, besides sulphur, the 
island contains other valuable minerals, 
such as Iceland spar, coal, lignite, borax 
and copper, none of which are at present 
worked to any practical extent. 
Solar H eat Machines in A lgeria.— 
The French inventor who some time ago 
patented a machine for the use of concen­ 
trated solar rays as a general motive power 
has set up'three of his machines in Algeria 
for tiie French Government. He is now 
carrying on his experiments at the Island 
of Porquerolles, near Hveres, in France, 
where lie is thrashing Indian corn and 
raising water by the action of the sun’s 
rays. It is not stated how much work he 
is able to accomplish though.
